Ynur " New York Correspondent" hav- 


ing lor llit nonce liecti transferred (o ihe 
scene of the late terrible cnlamity in this 
city, it may not bo uninteresting to you to 
have a rocortl of some of his personal ob- 
servations on the spot. 


Although several (lays have elapsed since 


tbt unfortunate catastrophe, which sent 


(sue hundred por.r operatives ,to an un- 
timely grave, and wounded two or thrse 
hundred ethers, irivrreiiCr i'5 yc-t errrElopcu 


in gloom. 
Conversation is carried'oh in a 


suhi.'ued tone, and the sober demeanor of 
all classes indicates how fresh is the tor- 
row which pervades the entire community. 
I visited the scene ofdisnstei for the first 
time to-day. 
AVorkmcn nre industriously 


engaged in removing the debris, digging 
with the utmost minuteness, and preserving 
every object, however simple, even to shoes, 
Barters, or shreds of clothing, which is 
likeN to be treasured by surviving relatives 
as mementoes of the dead. A crowd of 
bystanders, some of them in tears, ara 


junking with mournful curiosity upor the 
sepulchral pi!-1, end a few of the sicre 
venturesome are climbing over the. wood 
and machinery '.o obtain, in the thapt of a 
ball'burned bobbin, or something of the 
Kind, a relic of the tad svenl. By the'timc 
you receive this, the whole mass will have 
been thoroughly .examined, but it is not 
expected that other bodies will be found. 


After leaving the ruins, I proceeded lo 


tin1 City Hall, where the Coroner's Inque>' 
is Jibing held, and where, ti'O, are depos- 


ited whatever objects are found belonging 
to a human body. t'assing through a 
group of sufferers—mostly poor Irish peo- 
ple— the first thing observable, on entering 
ibe hall, are the fragments ol the broken 
pillars employed in sustaining the fioois.
